Jacksonville. Fla.. March 29.— John Griffin II.. 
that good sprinter from the •'hushes.” figured in 
another good performance at Moncreif Park this 
afternoon when lie picked up 12.1 pounds and ran 
five-eighths in .1SJ, licatillg a hand of rast racers, 
including Toni McGrath and HotTiuan. lie ran the 
tirst half mile in 47 and in the stretch drive hung 
on with great gannvtess. He was tin- tirst winning 
favorite of t he a f ter in « m and came in for strong 
support. Tile first three purses went to outsiders 
and then the first choices swept the card. After 
speculation had lieeti going on for alsiut ten minutes 
for the fifth raee, all le ts were declared off. The 
appreuthv allowance on lioserrian hail la*en waived 
and through an error the ring had not been notified 
of tlie eliange in weight. Tile Burch filly. Belle 
Mawr. was always the liettiug choice in this rai-e 
and she rewarded her haekers liy making a runaway 
affair of it. showing good s|K*ed all the way and 
winning with ease at the finish. 

_ Jockey S. 1 hi vis rode two winners. Capsize and 
Fon* Guard. Four of the finisln-s found the winners 
under It i rd drives and in two of them short heads 
separated the two leaders.

Despite the losses the association is sustaining, 
tin- management has announced its intention of fill 
Idling obligations with the horsemen here in racing 
for tin- advertised period. There are many doubters, 
however.

WITH THE EASTERN TRAINERS. 

Ballot Continues to Go Along Impressively — Fitz 
Herbert Still High in Flesh — Training Moves. 



New York. ‘March 211. — Many enthusiastic -turfmen 
visited Rheepshead Bay. Gravesend anil Belmont 
Park Sunday to see the horses gallop and canter. 
The metropolitan season is approaching so rapidly 
that tin- trainers are now beginning to put on slight 
pressure, with the result that speed is increasing and 
the racers are improving steadily. 

More than 100 two-year-olds cantered up and 
down tin 1 various courses at Rhf cpshiad Bay. and 
some of them were allowed to run eighths in 12 
and quarters in 25. These youngsters probably will 
lie seen at Aqueduct and Jamaica and during tin* 
next ten days tiiey will l>e put through a vigorous 
course of training, including thorough schooling at 
the harrier. It is too early to get a good line on 
any of these two-year-olds, however, and the critics 
who looked them over so expressed themselves. Gf 
course. Hie dockers have their favorites and are 
ready to laud them to the skies, but these close 
observers of training methods are not always cor- 
rect in their deductions. 

Horses of known prowess, therefore, attracted the 
most, attention. Tin* star itf them all was the 
magnificent F i t z Herbert, top weight in the big 
handicaps, and destined to carry the Madden silks 
instead of Hildreth's this year. The son of Etliel- 
liert, looking the picture of health, enjoyed 1 a slow 
gallon, with a stable boy tugging at the bridle. 
Tlie horse looked very much on the big siilc, hut he 
is absolutely sound as to wind ami limb, ami the 
prevailing opinion is that lie will remain “king of 
t lie turf.” 

King James, apotlier superb thoroughbred, trotted 
and cantered, but at no time did his rider release 
a tight gri)i on the reins. King James, a typical 
race lsirse and tlie star of the Hildreth string, will 
not start before the Metropolitan Handicap, at Bel- 
mont Park. Hildreth intends to point him for that 
event, which he won last year prior to capturing the 
Brooklyn Handicap. Jim* Madden, which has devel- 
oped into a strapping tbree-year-olil. also cantered 
and breathed the bracing air. always showing a 
ih-sire to run. Dalmatian, another soji of Etlielbert. 
looking as if he will be a formidable throe-year-old. 
worked five-eighths in 1:08. with Hildreth nodding 
in approval. 

The Keene horses were perinitti*d to do some can- 
tering. particularly the two-year-olds, hut the real 
magnet was Ballot, the Voter horse that raced un- 
successfully in England last year. In 1908 Ballot 
was undoubtedly the !**st raee horse ill America, bill 
when he passed out of James RnmpVbands he last 
much of his winning form anil on the British turf 
lie accomplish! d nothing. But Rowe’s methods, even 
at this early stage, are producing results, for Ballot, 
altsolulely without a physical blemish, is galloping 
impressively and appears to Is* in jioKsession of his 
former racing qualities. Ballot will not lie sent to 
the races until the lallvr part of the Gravesend 
meeting, when Rowe probably will start him once 
or twice before he goes after the Suburban. Mr. 
Keene’s Alaskette, proliahlv the liest race mare in 
training, jogged around the Bay track at a two- 
iiiiirute gait, accompanied by Sweep, now a finely- 
developed three-year-old. 

There are nearly .TOO horses stabled on the Long 
Island tracks now and tbc . nuiulier will be doubled 
l«*fore Aqueduct o|M*ns. Owners and trainers are 
looking forward to a prosperous campaign under tin* 
auspices of the Jockey ('lull, while the turf sohuis 
themselves are filled with hope. 

It. F. Carman's horses are doing nicely since their 
arrival at Belmont Park front Tampa. Mr. Carman 
lias given instruction* to Ids. trainer. Frank Ernest, 
to go slowly with the lot for a few days. Ouestion 
Mark is a vastly improved I torse and is likely to 
raee to Ills liest form at Aqueduct. The GoldiTrst 
gelding is eligible for 11m* Roekaway. at three quar- 
ters. and (lie Flushing, at one mile. Magazine, tlie 
five-year-old son of Mazagan. has been entered in 
I he Carter. Queens Coun ty, Freeport and Peeonic 
Handicaps. Magazine is considered the star of the 
older division. This fel low is doing |*articnlarly 
well, and he will 1h- given a special preparation for 
the Carter. Moquette may have carried colors for 
the last time. The son of Ben Holladay wrenched 
his lns-k badly when racing in Florida, and hopes of 
training him again will he abandoned if he fails to 
show improvement before long. 

Jack Creevy and apprentice John Biggins, whose 
brother James rode in the east several years ago. 
will do most of the riding for the Montpelier Stable 
during the coming season. Young Diggins manages 
liis mounts in tlie morning galhqis satisfactorily.
